, kcense and similar taxes, or 
indirectly, through hidden taxes 
on the things you wear and eat 
and use. It is lost to productive 
enter pris e—to the businesses 
wvhich provide jobs and. opportun- 
ities for employment and invest- 
ment, and which, if allowed to de- 
velop normally, would create new 
sources for taxation. 

If the present trend continues, 
it won't be long until that 30 per 
cent becomes 40, 50 or 60 per 
cent. And when that time comes, 
we will all gradually become 
wards of sovernment—private in- 
dustry will have been literally 
starved to death, confiscated by 
taxation, and the tax-fed bureau- 
crat will reign supreme.
